railway this morning carrying a pail of 
sand. '.1 met Louis Sohr and Charles 
Behrenda, the latter .having a shot gun. 
•He made some remarks to me and I ask- 
ed him iE he was hunting bears. He an- 
swered that he would hunt me. At tins 
time he was walking east and 1 was 
walking west on the. Enpids road. When 
ho was about '150 feet away -I looked 
back and he was pointing the gun at 
me .and shot, the shot taking, effect in 
my car and head and several shots went 
through my. hat. This was on the Rap- 
ids road near the-C. & 2s. w.- «• •»- 
tracks. After he shot me he yelled, 
-Did they hit you." 


After being shou the young man went 


to 
a physician and had his wounds 


dressed. While they are rather painful, 
they arc not of a dangerous character. 


Behrendt says .that he was tnc best.-of 


friends with Perpeth and that when he 
was talking and joking with him, Per- 
peth said he could take a shot at him 
if he wanted to nnd that he shot, not in- 
tending to hit him, in fact not-.bclicving 
the gun-would carry ,so.far. ,. ...*•••:-. 


After, "the" police -were niado..aqqua_int- 


ed -with the shooting tlrey arrested 'Bch- 
rcudt. There were a number of wit- 
nesses to the shooting and the, police 
have the names. 


Charles Behrendt, the 
boy who did 


UK: shooting, was seen by a Journal re- 
porter at his cell in the county jail this 
afternoon. He said in speaking of the 
escapade that a companion named Sohr 
and he were .out hunting this morning, 
but did not stay very long as the 
ground was. wet and game scarce. On 
•the way . ome they met Perpeth. Per- 
pelh said jokingly Behrendt could' not 
hit anything and invited him to take a 
shot at him. Perfcth was ii:formed that 
he was too Close to take a' siiot at. .Per- 
peth then went to-the top of a hill near 
by and invited.Behrendt to tire, but he 
still refused, as he was positive that the 
gun could carry that far. He informed 
Perpeth to go to the base of the • hill 
and'he would perhaps take a chance 
there. When the bottom of the hill 
was reached. Behrendt. says that V'jrptlh 
put his head in between 
his .-.bonders 


and hollered to let her go. He di.l, 
thinking it was impossible for the gun 
to take effect at that range. 


\fter the gun was discharged, Beh- 


rendt did not notice Pcrpeth make any 
unusual stir and he supposed hn hod 
missed his mark. 
The first he. knew 


that Perpeth was shot was when t,,e 
officer came along and placed him '.inner 
arrest.

He said that he .had no iirViiilion of 


itinp Perpeth and it wna simply a 


c.,^ of carelessness. The two boys al- 
ways were good friends and when Per- 
peth was asked at the police office l.y 
Behrendt whether h« thought he was 
intentionally shot, Perpeth said lib.

Supt. Storm* SnSmitx Second Annual Ke- 


portShowlnp Substantial Projfrew*. 
W. W. Storms, county superintendent 


of schools, submitted .bis second annual 
report on the condition of the public, 
schools of Racine county to the county 
board of supervisors this afternoon. 


H shows that at present there are 7-" 


schools .in the county, employing when 
all schools.-arc in session. 15 male.and Tfl 
female teachers, in all !)4 teachers. Of 
these «2 .hold third grade certificates: 
12 hold second (trade: C first grade.: iO 
have Normal r,chool diplomas; 2 state 
certificates, and 2 arc graduates of the 
state university. The number .of scho.il 
houses under *Mr, Storms' supervision 
is 77. 


The number of school children over 4 


and under '20 years of age in the county 
is 
5,307; number who have attended 


school. ,1,368: number who have attend- 
ed private schools 366.. 


The total receipts during the 
yjftV 


from state, county, and district taxes, 
and all other sources. $52.047.01: totiit 
amount expended. $43,657.!)7: balance on 
hand June :(0th, 1900. was S».089.04: sv- 
er«£(\ Amount expended for each chilil of 
school, agn. $82.07: average wages paid 
male teachers. .$48.27; average paid fe- 
male teachers. $32.28. 


.Mr. 
Storms reports that tho 
most 


trying and important duties devolving 
upon .any superintendent is the exam-

teachers. 


During the year OC4 books were add- 


ed to tho district school libraries. 


Memorial Day -was generally observed 


throughout the schools in the county 
and 2C5 trees were planted and many of 
the school premises were bcfl-utificd.-' 


The report is brim full of matters 


pertaining to'the past record of tho. 
schools and scholars and what in the' 
opinion of t:he superintendent is the,best 
way to improve and advance them. 


It shows that Mr. Storms hns been a 


very careful and painstaking superin-.

Brown Imd been forcing the balanc.-s 
from day to day until a total of '$192.- 
000 had been withdrawn from the funds 
of the bank.

ter of criminal proceedings had been re- 
ferred to U. S. J)i.strict Attorney llillpr, 
of Louisville, who would' cause a war- 
rant for Brow.n's arrest to be issued. 
The only bond which the bank lioTds is 
that of Paris G. Brou-n. father of tlie 
assistant cashier, .who is a well known

Southern 
papers are sending up a 


howl protesting tigainst any reduction 
of their congressioiml representation be- 
cause of unquestioned violations of the 
federal constitution in tliR reduction of 
tlicir number of voters. This is to say 
tho constitution says: ''But when (lie 
right to vote ut any election for the 
choice of electors for president hud vice 
president of the United States, represen- 
tative of confess, the executive anil 
judicial officers of a state, or the mem- 
bers of the legislature thereof, is denied 
to"any of the male inhabitants of sncli 
state," or in any way abridged, except 
'for participation in rebellion or other 
crime, the basis of representation, herein 
shall be reduced in the proportion which 
1hc number of such male citizens shall 
bear to the 'whole number of im\1e cit- 
izens twenty years of age in such state.'1 


This is plain and unimstnkeable in meiin- 
in(i".No one in any -northern state in the 
least desires to do any injustice to the 
south but when southern states have 
deliberately deprived of the 
suffrage 


thousands of their citizens, both white 
mid black, it is 110 more, than justice 
that the number of their ..-onfrressmd 
should in proportion be cut down. Th' 
south has desired to suppress the color- 
oil vote by legislation, after long ye. 
of 
violence. It has illiterate 
colored 


voters and it ha* equally illiterate whit'; 
voters, 
but 
exempted, 
by 
provision 


1hc descendants of all persons who were 
entitled to votn previous to a certain 
year, previous in all cases to the enact- 
ment of this amendment to the federal 
constitution. This has admitted their 
illiterate, white vote and any while Re- 
publican voter, well he understands he 
had belter remained i" the north »s far 
as exercising his suH'ragtt rights arc con- 
cerned. 


Now having gained their ends, ami 


Tillman says, "We shot them and wo 
killed tl.ein and made an end of them,"'

In nil congress does not propose to in 


nnv wise resort to force bills, to intimi- 
date the southern white Democrats who 
have previously -intimidated and forced 
through years of bloody work, and lalei 
by more peaceful means of legislation, 
g'nined tlicir ends: congress does not 
propose to in wny wise endeavor to i-um- 
pel .the southern states to repeal their 
admittedly unconstitutional legislation, 
unconstitutional because of their hav- 
ing burred out the illiterate voter, mid 
y«t in the same breath admitted the il- 
literate white vole by going buck 
number of years: but it is proposed thiit 
the southern states that have in one 
way and another shortened their num- 
ber of voters, sliull be represented in 
congress only by the number of tlieii' 
citizens as do vote: in short that the 
suppressed voters shall not count. That 
;iliis is but justice is seen from the >liite- 
inent that if a northern state, say Mas- 
sachusetts, by legislation should so re- 
duce their number of voters by legisla- 
tion as to make an appreciable effect 
upon their recorded votes, while con- 
stitutionally they might do this.If there 
was no discrimination and the law ap- 
plied to all alike, yet when it came to 
.'Massachusetts 
insisting 
on counting 


their barred out vote in making up their 
congressional proportion,—well, that is 
another 
matter 
and Massachusetts 


would certainly have to submit to the 
federal constitution. 


States may by legislation reduce their 


suffrage powers provided it is applied 
equally. But 
the 
constitution 
says 


"the basis of representation shall be re- 
duced in the proportion which the num- 
ber of male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of jnale. citizens twenty- 
one years of age.'' In short states must 
pttv for their penchant for legislation on 
alleged reform lines, that is all. 


An example is had from the returns 


from South Carolina as given by W. B, 
Curtis i» the Chicago Record. He says: 


"The entire number of votes .cast for 


members of congress in the seven dis- 
tricts of South Carolina was 28,83.1, and 
in the scvont districts of Mississippi 25,- 
71)7, while iu the seven districts of Illi- 
nois, where the average is about the 
same as through the .northern states, 
the number of votes oast was 274,3~:X 
Thus in Illinois 274,371) voters have sev- 
en reprtmontatives, or an average of one 
number of congress 
to 30,197 voters. 


Jn Mississippi thare is a representative 
for every 3.U83 voters., and in South Car- 
olina one for every 4,119. The average 
member of congress from Illinois repre- 
sents 10,000 m«f'e voters than all the 


seven representatives from South Caro- 
lina or the seven from Mississippi com- 
bined. 


'Other lessons can be drawn from this 


comparison. It is ^equally 
unjust for 


the southern states'to have such.'an ex;-, 
cessive representation in the:..electoral 
college and in the national conventions 
which nominate the president. If the 
negro is not. to participate in the'gov- 
ernment he should not be .represented in1 


congress or in the electoral college, and 
those who prohibit iliis 
pnrticipatitfn 


ought not to enjoy the advantage they 
receive by the 
di»francUisement'''of a 


part of their population.

"This is not a new question, but it' 


will come up ut the approaching ses- 
sion of congress with move-'force than 
ever before.

The Chicago Inter Ocean.in a late ed- 


itorial on the Hay-Pauncefote treaty in- 
fers by its remarks iiiut;tlie. people have

In political circles any 
other issue, of his majesty's malady is 
regarded as a nightmare.

Is that the apples shall be sound. To 
get the best .results' apples should be' 
ripe, but not overripe or mealy.. Tbe . 
juice of a ripe apple contains moro- 
sugar than' tie julce: ol a partly1 ripe 
apple. The value of apples .for elder 
and elder' vinegar depends ..on- tho- 
amount of sugar In the. apple, and tbo. . 
amount of this depends .upon the «ea- 
son and variety. With very few. ex- 
ceptions late-apples are richer in sugar 
than early ] varieties, and the indica-. 
tlons are to make your cider for drink- 
ing and even for vinegar of late ap-. 
pies. Sweet apples do not always, con- 
tain more sugar-than sour ones: In. a 
•our apple the'sugar Is covered up 
with the flavor'of the apple. Wild 
crab apples are rich- in sugar, but do 
not make good vinega;: on account of 
the flavor of tbe apple, says a-New 
England Homestead writer. 


Mixed varieties, with few exception*, 


make the best cider for drinking. Any 
one variety does not usually make as 
good elder as a number, of varieties 
mixed 
As a rule, sweet and sour ap- 


ples mixed make good elder. Hy- 
draulic cider presses have many ad- 
vantages over other styles of presses, 
one of which is they are quicker acting

Some of the appie 
acids are In the elder vinegar, and it 
has an agreeable flavor which'makes it 
superior 10 vinegar made of grain. 


Settling cider Is less trouble than fil- 


tering. Small pieces of pomace-will Ro- 
to the bottom, then the cider can be 
racked off. To make vinegar retires 
a large amount of patience. Put tbe 
older away in good barrels, laying them1 
down horizontally, leaving the bung 
out and cover tlie hole with netting tor 
keep out flies. It should be kept mod- 
erately wnrm in the winter, but this ia 
not essential, only it hastens the fer- 
m-entation. It is better not to, put the 
barrel in the sun in summer. A bottle 
put in the bung is worse than useless. 
With ordinary storage such as farmers 
usually liave-.lt should.make good vine- 
gar In'two years, when It can be racked 
off and Is ready for use.

About my method of ensiloing whole 


corn, my silo is 18. by IS feet and 24 
feet high and Is located in one corner 
of my burn.
